OHIO AND INDIANA SEVERELY 


SHAKEN BY QUAKE LAST NIGHT 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 
21.—(fP) 


—More than a dozen cities and 
towns in portions of Ohio and In- 
diana were severely shaken last 
night by subterraenan tremors, the 
most pronounced in this section 
since 1811 when the entire Ohio 
river valley was affected. 


Although 
attended 
by Intense 


excitement 
among 
householders, 


the quake did comparatively little 
damage and caused no loss of life. 


It reached its greatest intensity 


at the village of Anna, in Western 
Ohio. The community of 500 per- 
sons was without a whole chim- 
ney today, and every house and 
building was damaged 
to some 


extent.

of gold of the standard of fine- 
ness prescribed for gold coin by 
the coinage act of 1870, but only 
in the from of bars containing 
approximately 400 ounces of fine 
gold."

Standard Means 


Among Nations

The gold standard of ex- 


change is normally In use 
by virtually every civilized 
nation of the world. It is 
predicated on the fact that 
paper money of a country's 
bank of issue is redeemable 
in gold on demand.

England is not bound now 
under an net of parliament 
of 1925 to buy gold bullion 
of stipulated standard* for 
thrco pounds, 17 shillings, 
10 1-2 pence per troy ounce.

He declared 
that the United States in a posi- 
tion to take the lead Jor world 
peace and that it la the task 
of the nation to lead the world 
"morally, spiritually and intellect- 
ually." 


The speaker decared that the 
greatest loss from the World war 
was the "loss of faith" and add- 
ed that what is needed most now 
is not merely business confidence 
but that "higher faith" in the free 
institutions of a democracy.
